CAPTAIN OF LOST SHIP'S STORY 


He Blames the Master of the Collier 
for the Accident and Condemns 
His 
Later Acts as Causing 
the Great 
Loss of Life. 


Rimouski. May 20.—Captain Henry 
George Kendall, commander 
of 
the 
steamer Empress of Ireland, testify- 


ing at the inquest into the disaster 
here today, said he saw the collier 
St erst ad two miles away before the 
tog hid her from view. 
He stopped 
his ship, rang for full speed astern 
and blew his whistles signaling, “My 
ship was tinder way. but is stopped." 
He said the Storstad answered, but 
kept on through the fog and struck 
him. 
Then, despite his plea to the mas­ 
ter of the collier to run his engines 
lull speed ahead to keep 
the 
hole 
plugged, the Storstad hacked off, al­ 
lowing water to fill the ship. 
“I thein rang for full speed ahead. 
with the object of running or. shore 
to save the passengers," said Ken­ 
dall. 
“Then almost immediately the 
engines slopped, the ship going over 
all the time. 
I had in the meantime 
given orders to launch the lifelniats. 
I loosened part of them myself, then 
went back to the bridge and ordered 
the wireless operator to send distress 
signals, which he already had done. 
In about five minutes the ship foun­ 
dered and I was shot out ino the sea.” 
He related the details of his rescue. 
“What was the cause of the colli­ 
sion?" the coroner asked. 
“The Storstad running 
into 
the 
Empress of Ireland, which was stojv 
ped." answered Kendall. 
He said it was impossible for the 
Storstad’s officers not to hear his 
shouting to keep forward speed. 
“There was no panic,” the captain 
said. 
“I had full control of my crew 
and they fought to the end. 
Every­ 
body behaved splendidly. 
Four boats 
were launched. The people who were 
saved were saved by the Empress* 
boats and by wreckage. 
The Stor­ 
stad’s three or four boats only pulled 
people off the wreckage.” 
James Rankin, a passenger

testimony similar to Captain Kendall. 
Chief Engineer Simpson, who re­ 
mained in the engine room of the

While under the influence of liquor, 
at an early hour Friday morning, Jo­ 
seph Williams, aged 30, a resident of 
Windsor, jumped into the Rock Island 
lake, one and one-half miles north­ 
east of that city, and was drowned.

George Hart and Coates Taylor, had 
been together during the night. 
On 
going to the lake Williams is said by 
his friends to have stepped oa a boat 
landing and plunged headlong into 
the water, which is about twenty feet 
deep. 
Taylor and Hart each asserted at 
the coroner’s investigation that Wil­ 
liams said not a word, and that no 
intimation was given of his intention. 
The body was recovered lite Fri­ 
day evening. 
At the inquest Satur­ 
day the following composed the jury, 
all being f af mens residing in the 
northwestern part of Pettis county, in 
Green Ridge township No. 2: 
C. M. 
Davis, foreman; W. F. Boulter, J. (». 
Dunn. I. P. Prestly, W. A. Russell 
and E. D. Smith. 
At the investigation an immense 
crowd attended, and 
keen 
interest 
was shown all through the hearing, 
an effort being made by some to find 
out if possible where the liquor Wil­ 
liams used had been obtained. 
Several assert that it was secured 
in Windsor, which is in dry territory. 
The 
jury 
rendered a verdict that 
Williams came to his 
death 
from 
drowning while under the influence 


of alcohol. 
Recom m endation was 
made 
that 
the proper authorities m ake a full in­ 
vestigation of the source from which 
the alcohol was obtained which the 
deceased and his com panions drank. 
The funeral of Williams 
will 
be 
held at Windsor Sunday.

USEFUL GARDEN CULTIVATOR 


Im plem ent 
May 
Be 
Constructed 
of 
Pieces T h a t Are Usually Found 
Lying Around Farm Yard. 


The cultivator can be constructed of 
ordinary materials found about any 
farm, but the stock can be purchased, 
and the amount required does not 
make the cost 'very great. The width 
of the cultivator will depend on the 
width of the planted rows of seeds. 
The wheels and handles are wood, 
the axle is a three-eighths inch steel 
rod with one-eighth inch holes drilled 
near each end for cotters. Two wash­ 
ers are used on each sid^ of a w heel. 


A Garden C ultivator. 


A piece of one-half inch pipe is placed 
on the axle to keep the handles apart 
at the lower end,, and a tenoned 
crossbar, mortised in the upper part 
of the handles, separates them in a 
like manner. 
The blades are made of suitable 
steel, bent as shown, and sharpened 
on the edge where they touch the 
ground. The upper ends of the blades 
are slotted and fastened to the handles 
with a bolt having a thumb nut.

roads 
are in excellent 
condition almost everywhere, and are 
being improved to a greater extent 
daily. 
On next Saturday, at Houstonia, a 
demonstration of the Monroe road 
leveler will be given, and a stretch 
of road will be placed in first-class 
condition. 
According lo anticipation, 
a 
big 
crowd will be present. 
County road 
commissioners from all parts of the 
county will be among the the num­ 
ber, as well as others interested in 
road improvement. 
The good ladies 
of Houstonia will serve dinner to the 
visitors and the occasion will be one 
of enjoyment as well as to look after 
road matters. 
The leveler to be used grades both 
sides of a roadway at one time, it 
having two grader blades, one 28 feet 
long and the other 25 feet. 
These 
blades are adjustable and will grade 
any width of road from IO to 30 feet. 
It draws the dirt to the center, leav­ 
ing the roadway well rounded. 
An eight-horse drag is used to fol­ 
low the leveler, leaving the roadway 
in smooth condition and free from 
clods. 
The leveler is pulled by a 
twenty-horse power traction engine 
and can make as many miles as the 
engine can travel, which is from fif­ 
teen to twenty miles.

the event you do not have a roller, 
the truck part of the 
corn 
planter 
might be arranged to run over

rows, lf it is a solid 
wheel planter, 
/* end the worms can be mashed in this 
way and the corn will be damaged to 
no great extent by them. 
Making a ditch around the field is 
effective In the event that the weath­ 
er is dry, and a ditch with a straight 
solid wall on the opposite side from 
the worm has been recommended, but 
this is of little use 
unless the wall 
be dragged perhaps with a trough or

Arsenate of lead is a kind of thick 
paste and it should be 
dissolved in 
water tolerably 
"warm, 
taking per­ 
haps about one gallon of water 
for 
each pound of lead. When it is thor 
oughly dissolved 
add 
enough water 
to make fifty gallons for every three 
cr four pounds of poison. This may 
be put on with a mist sprayer of a1 
most any kind, and at a rough guess 
I would estimate that fifty gallons 
should spray a strip a yard wide al­ 
most one mile in length. 
I made another experiment Satur­ 
day morning with a twine string dip­ 
ped in common creosote, and I put in 
eleven worms brought freshly 
from 
tho grass that morning- As soon as 
placed within the circle made by the 
siring they made a vigorous start in 
all directions. 
The string seemed 
to 
nave 
no 
special terrors for them, but 
they 
climbed right on it, some of them 
going over, and on account 
of 
th© 
sticky nature of the creosote seemed 
to bold their feet to it, and most of 
them never got as much as an inch 
away from 
the 
string until they 
died. 
Eight out of the eleven were dead 
within ten minutes; three seemed to 
be somewhat affected and they were 
put back within the circle and 
two 
of them in a very 
short 
time 
at­ 
tempted to eros© the line again. They 
both succeeded in getting over, 
but 
w ere dead in 19 minutes. 
In a little while the third one start­ 
ed, but never reached the line, dying 
before he had traveled more than six 
or eight inches. As soon as some one 
bilngs in some specimens again, as 
they have promised 
to 
do, I shall 


try the same experiment, using coal 
tar instead of creosote. 
I am some­ 
what inclined to the opinion that the 
tar will be more satisfactory, as it 
does not dry so readily. 
Both 
of 
these methods are cheap and creo­ 
sote can be bought in small quanti­ 
ties for about 30 cents a gallon. 
If the tow twine could be secured 
it would undoubtedly be much bet­ 
ter than the common binder twine. 
Where this would be used around a 
field a 
board 
should

dragged, 
weighting it heavily to

Then the hall 
cf twine be immersed in the tar or

The fact that certain members of 
the Sedalia Boosters’ club honestly 
question the propriety and justifica­ 
tion of devoting so much of the club's 
energy and means to the development 
of this county’s 
agriculture, 
while 
certain other members have actually 
withdrawn from the club for the al­ 
leged reason taht “it’s nothing but a 
farmers’ aid society,” prompts a lay 
sermon on the question text, “Is It 
Worth While?” 
The present population of Pettis 
county is approximately 45,000, but 
I am not prepared to say whether any 
one of these inhabitants would deny 
positively knowing that the Boosters* 
club originated the idea for securing 
the 
services 
of a practical expert 
county farm adviser—the first such 
in the 'whole United States; that this 
club financed the proposition for the 
first year’s service; that this club 
later formulated the plans for and ef­

Control and Suppression of Hog 
Cholera. 
(By Dr. B. W. Murphy.) 
VII. 
When a farmer is satisfied that his 
hogs are affected with cholera, he 
should immediately take steps to do 
all he can to prevent the disease from 
spreading, and to save as many of his 
hogs as is possible. 
He should im­ 
mediately advise his neighbors, by 
telephone or otherwise, so that they 
may arrange to prevent the disease 
from extending to their farm 
A close inspection of the sick herd 
should now be made, and all the hogs 
that are sick or seem “off” should be 
separated from the well, ones. 
This 
inspection should be done daily, usu­ 
ally at the time of feeding. The sick 
hogs should be placed in small quar­ 
ters, usually in some small isolated 
pen or shed. 
They should he pro­ 
vided with good clean bedding, and 
fed nothing except a light slop or a 
little milk—even this should be lim­ 
ited, and in case it is not eaten it 
should be removed from the Tien and 
not permitted to ferment. 
Special 
importance is placed upon the neces­ 
sity of having 
clean, 
fresh 
water 
available for the sick hogs 
at all 
times. 
The balance of the herd should he 
fed sparingly, the less corn at this 
time the better for the hogs. A close 
watch should be kept, if necessary 
limiting the pasture of the herd. # 
If hogs have access to large tracts 
of timber it is noticed that frequently 
those that die are not found for sev­ 
eral days. 
The danger of this is 
three-fold: 
I, it permits well hogs 
in the herd becoming infected from 
eating the dead carcasses; 2, it causes 
large tracts of pasture to become in­ 
fected by parts of the dead animal 
being scattered while it is being eat­ 
en; 3, it permits crows, buzzards, 
pigeons and dogs to carry the infec­ 
tion over long distances. 
Immediately 
upon 
knowing 
that 
cholera exists in the herd, farmers in 
Pettis county are advised that they 
should immediately have their hogs 
treated with anti-hog cholera serum. 
This serum is supplied free of charge 
by the bureau of animal industry sta­ 


tion at Sedalia, Mo. The services of 
this station, as well as the serum, are 
free. 
I 
Every known test to insure the 
purity and protective properties of 
the serum is made 
at 
the 
United 
States laboratory, before it is placed 
in the field for use. 
Good, pure se­ 
rum, when administered by properly 
trained operators, is 
harmless 
and 
has no deleterious effect on the treat­ 
ed hogs; and if the proper handling 
of the herd after the treatment is fol­ 
lowed there is absolutely no danger, 
hut It must be remembered that the 
serum is a preventative and not a 
cure. 
A special article covering anti-hog 
cholera serum will be given later.

of 8 4,535 men and 3,926 women, con­ 
stituting 
the 
membership 
of 
857 
unions, during the year which closed 
June 30,1913, drew a total of $85,019,- 
855 in wages. 
This huge disburse­ 
ment includes increase in wages of 
$1,245,984 paid to unionized tellers in 
excess of the record of the previous 
^jar. 
A bureau of labor statistics bullet­ 
in, given publicity today bv Oommis- 
siont r John T. Fitzpatrick, after mak- 
the above assertion, goes further 
to details, as follows: 
The average yearly earning of or- 
ganizd labor, men and women con­ 
sidered together, for the year under 
consideration, was $929.57 each. The 
working year averaged 286 days. The 
daily earnings were $3.25% for each 
man and woman considered. 
With 
women removed the average yearly 
earnings of the men were mere and 
also, naturally, the daily wages. Engi­ 
neers, firemen, brakemen and others 
employed by railroads were at the 
head of the organized procession when 
it comes to both yearly and daily 
earnings. 
Those who 
had 
steady 
work at these callings put in more 
yearly time and their wages consider­ 
ably exceed the daily average. 
Plas­ 
terers, plumbers, bricklayers, brick 
and stone masons, 
structural 
iron 
workers, painters, asbestos workers, 
hoisting and steam engineers, carpen­ 
ters, cement workers 
and 
pavers, 
musicians and lathers also earn more 
than the average daily wages, but the 
number of days of actual work was 
below 300 a year. 
The weather and 
activity in building circles has much 
to do with the steadiness of dmployi 
ment of building trades workers. 
Of the 857 unions in the state, 181, 
with a membership of IG,223, reported 
an increase in wages which, when 
averaged, amounted to 3.6 cents an 
hour. 
St. Louis heads the list of cities 
and towns of the 
state 
when 
it 
comes to the total of wages paid dur­ 
ing th e year to unionized toilers, 44,- 
947 men aud women, belonging to 241 
unions, drawing $48,4J8,554 for a year 
of work. 
It is figured by Supervisor of Sta­ 
tistics A. T. Eld rn ons ton, of the bu­ 
reau of labor statistics, that in the 
same year organized toilers of Kan­ 
sas City drew $14,285,GCI; St. Joseph, 
$2,929,244; 
Springfield, 
$2,140,005; 
Jefferson City, $791,770; Joplin, $1,- 
032,558; Sedalia, which is a large rail­ 
road center and has two car shops, 
$1,717,USI; 
Moberly, 
$1,811,447; 
Brookfield, which is a railroad cen­ 
ter and has 
important 
industries, 
$001,453; De Soto, another railroad 
center with a large car shop, $647,- 
328; 
Keota, $581,090^ Lexington, a 
huge coal mining center, $1236,544; 
Marceline, a railroad center, $G28,04G. 
The railroad telegraphers of Missouri, 
not including train dispatchers, drew 
$212,201, this amount representing an 
increase of $10,412 over what they 
earned in the previous year. 
The pay rolls of St, Louis corpora­ 
tions and others employing unionized 
toilers increased $439,026 over the to­ 
tal amount disbursed for wages to 
organized toilers during the previous 
year. 
The increase for Kansas City’s 
union toilers was $222,189, and for 
Joplin, $48,320. 
Marceline, a railroad 
and mining center, reported a total 
increase in wages of $35,576; Lexing­ 
ton, $84,246; Springfield, $11,CG2, and 
Sedalia, $29,335. 
The increase in wages was direct­ 
ly due to the higher cost,of living, 
many union men finding it impossible 
to live comfortably on the wages they 
received the year before. 
As large 
as the increase in wages was it was 
not in keeping with the increase in 
the cost of living during the last ten 
years, when the same is averaged 
year by year.
